On  the  outbreak  of  war  approximately  1,736  children 
and  mothers  were  evacuated  to  Southwick  from  vulnerable 
areas.  During  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  the 
presence  of  those  children  caused  no  appreciable  increase 
in  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease^  Arrangements 
were  made  for  sick  evacuee  children  to  be  treated  at  the 
Sick  Bay,  Evelyn  House,  Shoreham-by-Sca .
